After two years, the Hornet Foun- 
dation is on the verge of announcing 
its new executive director, and the 
possibility for future beer sales on 
campus is still alive, according to 
Ross Dierking, student member on 
the board of directors of the Foun- 
dation. 

Dierking said the announcement 
of the appointment of the new direc- 
tor can be expected this week. The 
Hornet Foundation which controls 
the operations of the Bookstore and 
all food service facilities on campus, 
has been operating without a director 
for two years. The lack of leadership 
in the foundation’s management has 
often been stated as a major reason 
for the financial hardships the foun- 
dation has faced in recent years. 

The past two weeks the five 
finalists for the position visited the 
campus tc meet with representatives 
from the faculty, administration and 
students. Dierking explained the 
search committee for the new direc- 
tor was particularly interested in per- 
sons with records of successful 
management of either on - or off - 
campus operations.

Upon reading P. M. Davis’ maniacally paranoid and humorous reply to my 
letter to the Hornet concerning the recent Crosscurrents Specia! Features |s- 
sue, | was tempted not to take it seriously. Further thought, however, con- 
vinced me that Davis had not only misunderstood and misrepresented the 
meaning and tone of my letter, but had done more to defame the character and 
attack the ability of journalists through her diatribe than a legion of drug - 
crazed Hunter S Thompsons. What seif - respecting person, whether jour- 
nalist, botanist, or zoologist would begin a supposedly reasoned and rational 
adversary reply by making snide, silly, and superfluous comments concerning 
the name of the opposing author? | hope this is nota forecast of things tocome 
from the journalism profession 

In Davis’ misguided attempt to save journalists from the bite of my velvet ax- 
e, the underlying principles of style and content so important to the reporter's 
craft were apparently forgotten or misplaced in favor of the yellowed techni- 
ques of a by - gone era Assuming that Davis is concerned not only with defen- 
ding journalists, but becoming one. the benefit of such a defamatory. petty 
rambling discourse to the department. the profession, or the general 
edification is unintelligible | would suggest areturn tothe inverted pyramid. or 
the basics of English composition learned in freshman English classes 

| was heartened to see, however, that Davis did show a command of the 
jargon of English grammar It does much to enforce the saying concerning a lit- 
tle Knowledge going a long way Were that knowledge coupled with even the 
hint of ability in literary criticism. | might suggest a career in book reviewing 

Concerning the illustrious litany of writers of fiction mentioned by Davis as 
having begun their endeavors with the written word as journalists. | believe that 
neither profession lost by the association. Suffice it to say, that none of them 
are as well known, remembered, or admired for their earlier pursuits 

At this juncture | would like to thank P.M. Davis for the brief laudatory 
comment on my story, “A Field of Rabbits.” | would certainly be« hypocrite not 
to agree that it was a ‘pretty good story." Unfortunately my choice of des- 
criptive adjectives filayed little or no part in eliciting this response from the 
literal - minded Davis. The leap of imagination was too great! fear Inthe future 
| will attempt to be more certain, expected, and flatin my use of adjectives | will 
also, happily insert the noun “leaves” so that my eucalyptus trees will no longer 
be waving in the light breeze to Davis’ discomfort 

One other point | would like to touch upon in passing (since Davis did so lit- 
tle investigative homework before unleashing a broadside) concerns my 
familiarity with the discipline of journalism. Two semesters. and twelve units 
does not a professional make, but it leaves meina reasonably knowledgeable 
position from which to sling a few pebbies. And believe me, | think Rich Ped- 





| have one question for N.D. La Tor (commentary 2/28/78: What planet have 
you been living on for the past decade and a half? You obviously know little of 
the history of the Indochina War. You attempt ot justify and minimize the ex- 
tent of United States war crimes in Indochina by comparing them to those of 
the North Vietnamese. Was Stalin less guilty than Hitler because he murdered a 
few less million? Go back and restudy your grammar schoo! history books 
We, the United States of America, stand for Peace, Freedom, and Democracy 
Isn't that what they told you in school? We the U.S. of A., are supposed to be 
better than those evil, godiess, ogres the Communists. Why, !'ve even heard 
rumors that they eat their young. Can you believe it? 

Regarding your reference to My Lai, let me quote from the preface to The 
Winter Soldier Investigation: “My Lai was only a minor step beyond the stan- 
dard, official United States in Indochina. It is hypocritical self - righteousness 
to condemn the soldiers at My Lai without condemning those who set the 
criminal policy of free - fire zones, Strategic hamlets, saturation bombing 
etcetera, from which My Lai was the inevitable result veterans of the In- 
dochina war knew that the occurance at My Lai was not an isolated incident 
(my emphasis) and many felt they could not allow the people of this country to 
be deceived." When these same Vietnam veterans came home from the war and 
spoke the truth about their experiences in Indochina and threw their medais 
over the White House fence and organized, the United States government, 
again in the name of Peace, Freedom, and Democracy, burglarized their of- 


fices, tapped their telephones, intercepted and read their mail, toloweebtBeir &

| suggest that you, N. D. La Tor, talk to some Indochina veterans to find out 
what that war was all about. If you cannot find anyone willing to talk to you 
come and look me up and | will introduce you to some of my friends. You can 
listen to an ex - Marine tell about one terrible night when his infantry battalion 
was over - run by an NVA force almost three times as large. You can jearn how 
almost 200 of his brother soldiers were killed and wounded and how their 
suffering and death was directly attributable to the macho esprit de corps, to 
the stupidity, arrogance and incompetence of his officers who. in the early 
stages of the battle, unaware of the size of the enemy force but taking heavy 
fire, turned down the help of an adjacent Army unit by radioing “We don't need 
help. We're Marines!” 

My friend will also teil you of a tater incident in which the enlisted men and 
the junior NCO’s turned their machine guns and their automatic rifles and their 
grenade launchers on their officers and career NCO's and refused asa group to 
go into combat. If you wouid like you can talk to another friend of mine — heis 
an ex - paratrooper. He can tell you what it is like to be on patrol and to have 
your point man take fire and to look to your Company Commander for hand 
signals and suddenly see bullets ripping into the back of his body and to see his 
head literally blown apart by his own men. 

This is the rea! history of the Vietnam war. This is why R.O.T.C. should not 
be allowed on this or any other campus. If the Indochina War is at all discussed 
in these courses it is strictly in tactical terms, i.e., how and why a particular bat- 
tle was lost or won. R.O.T.C. instructors do not talk about the human cost of 
war. They will not talk about the ideology that justifies war or the political - 
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roncelli's photo was much more appropriate for the cover of Cross: urrents 
than my story 
Finally (as Davis again failed to note) my jetter to the Hornet began (in true 


journalistic style) with the most important elements congratulations andthe 
hope that such efforts as the Crosscurrents edition would continue The mild

Let me also apoligize to the Vietnam veterans 
reading this. My emphasis on the negative aspects of that conflict may lead 
some readers to conclude mistakenly that all, or most, ora majority of Vietnam 
veterans are war criminais. That is not true. Were it not fora quirk of fate | would 
have been sent there rather than to the other side of the world. Before | entered 
the Army, during my 45 months of active and active reserve duty, and 
afterwards | met many Vietnam veterans. The majority are honorable men with 
nothing to be ashamed of 

Finally, back to you, N. D. La Tor. | am not, nor have | ever been, nori doubt 
has Mr. Wittman been “an idiot or a communist stooge.” Nor are we dupes or 
any other 1950ish names you wouid like to call us. | have listened to and 
learned from the experiences of my own life. My values are not inherited — | 
have consciously chosen them. | know who | am. | have studied logic. To form 
an opinion on anything | begin at the foundation, my values, and use logic to. 
proceed from there. If two people disagree, and both follow the same rules of 
logic, the disagreement is in the underlying values. N. D. La Tor, your logic is 
questionable, your values as best as | can intuit, are, in my judgement, and }'ll 
be charitable, undemocratic, and many of your facts are erroneous. In short, | 
don't think you have it at all together.

The Pink Panther strikes again! 

The Panther, alias gymnast Kahea 
Bright. and Mary Polak have one th- 
ing in common — because of their 
strong performances at the Golden 
State Conference Championships 
Saturday night in CSUS' South Gym 
they will be going to the Western 
Regionals, March 10-11. in San 
Diego 

UN Reno's Charlene Clark also 
qualified for the regionals with an 
Overall score of 3320 However 
because she was representing a 
university that grants scholarships, 
Clark was ineligible for any awards 

Bright, a first - year student at 
CSUS, and Polak, a former CSUS 
student, now competing for CSU 
Chico, won two events each to lead 
their teams to third and first place 
finishes, respectively. Polak also won 
the overall competition, with Bright 
finishing second 

The Wildcats won the team 
competition with a score of 124.80 
UC Davis, outscoring the Wildcats by 
nearly two points in the final event, 
finished a close second, with a team 
score of 124.55. The Hornets totalled 
121.65 points, followed by San Fran- 
cisco State, with 110.50, and CSU 
Hayward, with 61.60 

En route to capturing the cham- 
pionships’ highest honors, Polak, a 
graduate of Bella Vista High School, 
won the uneven parallel bars with a 
score of 8.45, and the beam, scoring 
an 8.70. Two second - place finishes 
to Bright gave Polak an overall score 
of 34.40 

Competing with a sore iower back 
Bright got off to a slow start, earning 
only a 7.75 on the bars. She followed 
that with an 8.40 on the beam, and 
headed into her best event, the floor 
exercise, with a score of 16.15. 

Since it took an overall score of 33 
to qualify for the regionals, Bright 
needed high scores on both the floor 
exercise and the vault. Then the Pan

Bruce Drummond doesn't like to 
admit it, but his CSUS track team 
doesn't have the talent of last year’s 
team 


“We have very little depth,” said 
Drummond. “There's the same 
number of participants as before.” 


That isn't too many. Drummond is 
working with 43 individuals, two - 
thirds are in the running events and 
one - third in the field events. 

“The opportunity and availability is 
here for performance,” said Drum- 
mond, now in his ninth year at Sac- 
ramento. 

“Realistically, we don't have the 
talent like we had last year. We're try- 
ing to rebuild and reestablish. We try 
to keep up a particular quota in all 
events.” 

The Hornets look particularly 
Promising in the high jump.

Last of the 
pops concerts

Bobby Short, who appeared with 
the Sacramento Symphony on Satur- 
day, is one of the great American 
singers of all time. Regrettably, he 
rarely appears west of the Hudson 
River; you may know him only from 
the “Charlie” commercial — the one 
in the nightclub. Short's popularity in 
New York City is attested by his ten - 
year run at the Hotel Carlyle He isa 
cabaret singer, or as he said, asupper 
- Club artist. He performs the ciassics 
by Cole Porter, George Gershwin, ir- 
ving Berlin, Duke Ellington, Stechen 
Sondheim, and others, ail great 
American composers and iyricists 

Bobby Short sparkles. Sparkle is 
not glitter; sparkle is not shine. Spar- 
klé is pure, professionai talent 
Kathryn Hepburn reportedly once 
said: “It's not enough to have talent, 
one must have a talent tor having 
talent.” Short's performance Satur- 
day was an example of an artist witha 
definite ialent for talent. He is a 
master of timing, diction, melody and 
grace. 

He sang, with excellent self - ac- 
companiment on piano, several Ccie 
Porter songs starting with “You've 
Got That Thing,” and then “! Get a 
Kick Out of You,” and “Just One of 
Those Things.” The first half of the 
program was plagued by a poor 
sound system: the piano microphone 
was unnecessary, and the voice 
speakers were poorly piaced. The or- 
chestra joined in a few arrangements 
and overpowered Short completely 
It’s hard to have patience with a badly 
~ planned sound system when you're 
seeing someone in a one - shot per- 
formance. The problems were for- 
tunately corrected in the second half 
by the orchestra's toned - down play- 
ing and a tedious period of mic- 
rophone rearrangement. 

These difficuities didn't ruffle 
Short. He made light of the problem, 
and the potentially tense situation 
seemed unimportant. A more 
tempermental artist would have pit- 
ched a fit. But, Short has 40 years of 
show business experience (he started 
at age 9) and he understands the 
dynamics of entertainment. He would : 
never allow a petty sound probiem to 
ruin his show and disappoint the’ 
audience; he remained in complete 
control, relaxed and personable, and: 
chatted with the audience as if we. 
were in a supper - club. 

Short was having trouble with 
hoarse voice, which was obvious only 
on afew numbers like “The Best Is Yet 
To Come,” @ difficult song. He was 
mostly abie to sing around his voice’

Concerning television, 
he says, "Most people think that we 
have TV networks with commercials 
as a side effect, that’s not the case 
The shows are the tree lunch you get 
to stay and listen’ While he is very 
critical of the present situation, he 
sees a smail dent being made in 
advertising directed at children. He 
Says, “For the most part they (the 
commercials) are overwhelmingly in- 
jurious. We know that flavored and 
Sugar - coated cereals are bad for 
kids.” A few parents are becoming 
cognizant of what these advertizers 
are doing to us, he says, but they are 
going to have to see how the whole 
System operates before any real 
changes come about.

Chicano Studies professor 
says immigration bill is racist

1.000 persons to come annually from the China, India, 
Southeast Asia and Japanese triangle, 1,000 people to 
come from that part of the earth which contained two - 
thirds of the worid s population, he promptly responded: || 
did not take this job as chairman of the judiciary com- 
mittee | did not participate in formulating the statutes 
that are to be contained in the immigration act — | did not 
get elected to congress to permit the mongrelization of 
our essentially Angio - Saxon nation,’ proclaimed Corona 
The law was abolished :n 1965 under President Jonnson 
The new law admitted 170,000 immigrants from the 
eastern hemisphere countries and limited 120,000 on ar- 

rivals from the western hemisphere.” 

In analyzing the immigration policy, the life - long ac- 
tivist for the rights of undocumented workers, stated that 
it is harder for a poor black Caribbean or whatever to get 
into the United States if he's poor, if he does not have a 
professional degree. from Africa, from the Caribbean — 
whatever it iS Near impossible to find a poor black im- 
migrant worker in the United States to come in with proper 
documents Of course the same is true for ail other non - 


white groups 


Corona continued, “It's not that they (Immigration 
Naturalization Service) don't want to bring in poor black 
mmigrants they just don't want to bring them in with 
nights 

We have to understand that it matters very little to 
those who profit whether they (immigrants) be black, 
Black Caribean immigrant workers without documents 

Asian, black Puerto Rican (ect.) 

The whoie Eastern seaboard the whole migrant 
stream operation out of the South and into Florida, up 
through the Atlantic seaboard to New England is 
predominately black, undocumented immigrants form 
Trinidad, Asia, Dominican Republic and Jamaica. They 
(INS) want them there without documents so they could 
do to them what the Western Agricultural business has 
done to Mexican migratory workers. It's very clear that 
racism is fundamentally a part of the immigration policy to 
keep these people here by dextroying the economies in 
their home countries to guarantee that they come here 
and if they don't come willingly, they're to be recruited,” 
declared Corona 

He said U.S. troops invaded the Dominican Republic in 
1965, under President Johnson to prevent the majority 
choice of the Dominican people from being put into power 
and strengthening a regime that would allow Gulf and 
Western Corporation to come and explore for oil on the 
Domincan side of the island. The Gulf and Western Cor- 
poration was given concessions to exploit oil bearing 
regions that were occupied by one miliion small 
campesinos, people who were living a bare existence with 
a subsistence agriculture on five or six acre plots of land. 
Gulf and Western Corporation discovered that the whole 
island was a giant oil pool and they began to drill 
Suddenly, dispossessed campesinos were thrown off their 
land by the corporation's drilling operations. The state 
department changed its policy which kept the campesinos 
from coming into the country. Visas were made readily 
overnight available and one way tourist tickets were re- 
quested or no trips at all to allow them to go from the 
Dominican Republic to Puerto Rico and then to New York 
As a result, “there are some 400,000 black Dominican 
people who have been stripped of their ability to live at 
home by Guif and Western to huge multi - national cor- 
porations operating in oii drilling operations, metal 
mining, and they live in New York and work for all the 
chain restaurants, chain hotels, candy stores, and 
launderies that beiong to Gulf and Western Corporation. 

According to Corona, the chairman of the board of Gulf 
and Western Corporation is also chairman of the board of 
deacons of Trinity Cathedral in New York that funds a 
$30,000 annual project to give aid and services to the haif 
million undocumented Dominican workers who were dis- 
possesed. “The same situation operates in Mexico,” 
added Corona. 

“It was found that it was much easier to exploit non - 


white immigrants by low quotas, manioulation of the 


quotas and subjective conditions placed at the disposal of 
admitting officers in the foreign consulant and depor- 
taton drives 

eportation drives have never been carried out against 
European immigrants except in the 1922 during the 
Paimer Raids when whites who participated against enter- 
ing World War |, in the big strikes and those who were con- 
sidered radicals and those who supported Eugene Debs. a 
socialist candidate for president or supporters of the 
Bolshevik revolution in 1917,” according to Corona 

He added, “Deportation drives have always been con- 
ducted against Chinese, Japanese, Mexicans and other 
Latinos so that racism and our presen? immigration policy 
are inseparable. They grew out of the same pulp, out of 
same consideration and drive to exploit people and to 
keep them easily exploitable and readi'y manipulable. The 
bracero program was a racist, inhuman and anti - worker 
program.” 

Corona attacked myths and stereotypes that un- 
documented workers take jobs away from Americans, 
send their money back home to Mexico, evade taxes, and 
use up all our services such as hospitals and welfare, or 
that they cause unemployment 

Corona said speed - ups, lay offs, labor saving 
machines and run - away shops (shops in countries where 
wages are Cheap and kept low by U.S. government) cause 
unernployment 

He emphasized that there have been no legitimate 
studies to show undocumented workers are a drain on 
American economy. or involved in crime. The figure which 
the Los Angeles Police Department utilizes in their “Crime 
and the undocumented worker” report included the vic- 
tims (undocumented workers) themselves, to back up 
figures of undocumented workers involved in crime 

Undocumented workers earn between $2.50 and $2 85 
an hour in non - unionized industries like agriculture 
construction, garments, electronics and services. They 
are subjected to continual harassment from people who 
smuggle them in, fear of being picked up by police raids 
and the danger of being turned in by employers when it 
comes time to pay undocumented workers 

A majority (75 per cent) of undocumerited workers 
pay U.S. social security and federal income taxes but only 
5 per cent receive any welfare payments. In San Diego 
County, they pay taxes of $48 million annually and receive 
$2 million worth of social services, according to a study by 
Lintona Co. authorized by U.S. Dept. of Labor in 1975 

Undocumented workers don't utilize these services for 
fear of being exposed and deported, according to Corona. 


Adversaries say by allowing foremen, contractors, or 
employment ageicies to determine whether workers are 
U.S. citizens gives them the right to refuse to hire im- 
migrants or those who look foreign born 

Combatents of the plan say the identification card 
system wiil lead to a surveillance of American workers by 
having special digital number containing information 
unknown to them and given to law enforcement agencies, 
employers and colleges. Corona charges the card system 
will prevent people to organize because those workers 
who are active in unions could be deported. 

Corona asserts that the constitution applies to un- 
documented workers under the 14th amendment. equal 
protection clause that all persons living in the United 
States are entitied to due process of law. He said un- 
documented workers are winning in the courts ail of the 
time 

The iNS is creating misunderstandings in the minds of 
people that undocumented workers don't have rights, 
Corona stated 

“The raids, the harrassment, of undocumented workers 
are all illegal,” asserted Corona. 

Corona proclaimed that, Mexican immigrants come 
over here because of U.S. imperialism. He said Mexico is 
so dependent upon loans from world banks, and U.S. 
investments, it is ridiculous to expect that country to try 
and solve its economic problem. The United States im- 
poses certain working Conditions and advises Mexico on 
how to handle its internal affairs. That's what causes im- 
migration.

Cavanaugh’s 
Blue Canyon

Joe Cavanaugh’'s eyes sparkle like 
new snow when he talks about his life 
at Blue Canyon — a life rich with his- 
tory. documented with scrapbooks, 
artifacts and the treasured memories 
of a gentieman who has lived in the 
mountains for 67 years 

Cavanauch shares his stories with 
friends and visitors who take the Biue 
Canyon turn off, just before Emigrant 
Gap, down to the Biue Canyon Inn 
Cavanaugh owns the inn and is quick 
to offer a friendly greeting and a cold 
beer 

Joe Cavanaugh came to Blue 
Canyon with his father in 1911. He 
was 4 years old He beams a warm 
smile when talking about his brother, 
Andrew, and how they used to “play 
ali over the hills” as children. Andrew 
died of pneumonia when he was 18 
“They couldn't cure it back then,” his 
brother recalis 

Cavanaugh remembers when: 
5,000 pepole came to see the first ski - 
jump in California It was held at 
Wentworth Station, near Baxter, in 
1929. Cavanaugh claims he jumped 
99 feet in the competition. He tried 
cross country once, but states em- 
phaticaily, “! never did it again after 
coming in seventh in a field of eight.” 

Cavanaugh entertains visitors at 
the

patiently about the old days, when I- 
80 was a dirt and gravel road from 
Gold Run to Reno 

Cavavaugh’s scrapbooks are filled 
with newspaper clippings and 
photographs. One of them is from a 
1826 copy of “The Emigrant Record,” 
by correspondent Joe Cavanaugh 
He modestly admits with a arin that 
yes, he is indeed a writer. His column, 
“Ski Dope.” appeared in many 
newspapers, and he wrote for the 
Auburn Journal, Colfax Record, 
Roseville Tribune, Sacramento Bee

BOJA rules concessions legal

grant any portion of its powers to 
another branch of government 
without following proper 
constitutional procedures.” 

The BOJA explained, “One man — 
Joe Debbs, senator — had both 
legislative and executive powers. In 
our system of government we cannot 
aliow such an overlap.” 

It was concluded that the Ex- 
ecutive Committee was improperiy 
constituted. The Senate went on to 
approve the action of the committee 


on Sept. 6, thus in effect, the Senate 


awarded the contract to Kappa Alpha 
Psi. The BOJA conciuded, “Because 
the Senate in effect awarded the con- 
tract to Kappa A'pha Psi, the Ex- 
ecutive Committee's action and its 
composition are irrelevant.” 

There was one dissenting opinion 
in the BOJA decision. Associate Jus- 
tice Michael Peterkin ruled against a 


interest of justice the bids for conces- 
sions should be opened. 


Peterkin attacked the rignt of the 
president and vice - president to have 
the authority to appoint designees. 
Peterkin feit the Senate would have 
specified that right as it did for the 
Senate chair and the dean of 
Studenis. 


Peterkin then asked,“ .. . does 
the Senate have the power to accep 
any itlegally dratted recommendation 
and by its actions make it lawful? Thig 
justice can see no basis in a 
constitutional government of laws, 
for such acting.” 
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
